Health Plan Still 
Covers Carpenter 


Carpenters who have been in- 
sured and who do not work the 
required number of hours under 
ithe Carpenters Health and Wel- 
fare Program are still eligible to 
continue Blue Cross protection, ac- 
cording’ to the Carpenters Trust 
Fund Office. 

When a carpenteér’s protection 
ceases under the Welfare Program, 
because he has not worked the 
required number of hours, the 
Fund Office will send him a notice. 

The carpenter may then continue 
with the Carpenter’s Blue Cross 
Plan by paying $6.50 per month 
directly to Blue Cross for a period 
up to six months. The benefits dur- 
ing this period will be identical 
to the benefits received by other 
carpenters. The only difference is 
;that the carpenter pays Blue Cross 
directly for his dues rather than 
having the dues paid for by the 
Trust Fund Office. 

If, after making six monthly 
payments, a carpenter has not then 
worked the necessary number of 
hours to qualify for benefits, he 
will receive a notice from Blue 
Cross outlining the type of cover- 
age he will receive under the Blue 
Cross Direct Payment Program,

EDITOR’S NOTE: The work of 
a Congressman is not carried on 
exclusively or, even predominantly 
in the legislative chamber where 
the shooting took place. A large 
proportion of it is done in: 

(1) The Congressman’s office, 
where he wades through masses of 
proposed legislation, letters from 
constituents, sees many visitors on 
official errands, dictates notes on 
proposed legislation, dictates let- 
ters, and telephones to various 
branches of the executive depart- 
ment for information; 

(2) Committee hearings, where, 
as a member of some committee 
or vitally interested in the doings 
of other committees, he does much 
of his most important legislative 
work; 

(3) The cloakroom or corridors, 
where he discusses legislation with 
fellow Congressmen, or works on 
the material he carries around in 
his pocket, and awaits the signal 
to go into the legislative chamber 
and vote on some measure which 
for some time has been jogging 
along with his part on it,’ except 
for voting, already done. 

In short, a Congressman doesn’t 
spend all of his time in the legis- 
lative chamber any more than Bob 
Ash spends all of his time in the 
meeting hall of the Central Labor 
Council. If he did, he wouldn't get 
his work done.

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JOBLESS HERE AND IN JAPAN 


A woman who does not wish her name used but has sup- 
plied our editor with her name and address has written us a 
letter enclosing a clipping from the Oakland Tribune. The 


item on the clipping is: 

“BUDDY BUDDY—Trade and Industry Minister Kiichi Aichi 
said today in Tokyo the Japanese Government expects the United 
States to place orders for 100 million dollars in munitions from 
Japanese manufacturers by the end of June. Aichi based his pre- 
diction on unofficial reports from highly authoritative sources, 
presumably American.” 


The woman says in her letter: 
“IT don’t see any sense in giving Japan or any other country 
our work when we have so many people out of work here, do you?” 


The natural offhand answer to that question is: No, let's 
not permit any foreigners to have any work that we can do 
ourselves,

They point out that we first spent many thousands of 
American lives in defeating Japan, and that since we have 
spent many millions of dollars in direct aid to Japan, trying 
to get it started in the paths of democracy. | 

But, they point out, after the United States had been 
spending so much money in direct aid, the slogan TRADE 
NOT AID began to develop in all the countries we were giv- 
ing direct aid. These countries argued that if we'd import 
more of their goods it would give their people jobs and lay a 
firm economic base for democracy. 

In addition, they say, what is called offshore procurement 
is a good thing. Offshore procurement of armed forces’ sup-

tionalists to influence Japanese attitudes. 

There is unemployment in our country, and there is much 
ithe Eisenhower Administration should do about this unem- 
ployment here at home that is not ,being done now. But mass 
unemployment in Japan, the contention is, could soon lead 
to either the Communists or the extreme anti-American na- 
tionalists getting control of Japan, and that would be very 
ibad for this country. 

The United States doesn’t want the Japanese to trade with 
Red China. Yet China is the natural trading partner for Japan. 
So the situation is on a razor edge in Japan. There are mil- 
‘lions of disbanded military men there who have been rated 
as social outcasts in the post-war years. Those men need jobs 
to steady them down. There is a steady increase of the num- 
ber of college and university graduates who have never had 
jobs or enjoyed economic security. All these elements, and 
many others lying around loose in Japan, are just so much 
combustible material waiting for the match of Communism 
or extreme anti-American nationalism to set them off. 

Such are the arguments advanced by those who would 
disagree with the lady who sent us the clipping. We might 
as well all get familiar with the arguments in this matter, as 
there's bound to be a lot of talk on the subject, especially if 
unemployment here at home increases. 


Trickle-up or Trickle-down? 


Many confusing moves are being made in Congress and 
in general public discussion on the taxation issue. Amidst all 
the noise it's a good thing to hold clearly in mind just what 
it is that President Eisenhower has proposed. 

The President's. tax message reflected a clear two-point 
theory of taxation: 

1—Taxes should be lower. 
2—Tax relief for business and for wealthy individuals does the 
economy more good than tax relief for low income consumers. 


Consequently, Labor's League for Political Education 
points out, Mr. Eisenhower put tax reduction ahead of a 
balanced budget. BUT he wants tax reductions for corpora- 
tions and investors, rather than for small income consumers. 
The President contends that if tax relief is given to the well- 
|to-do, they will invest money in increased production facili- 
ties and thus create more jobs for workers. 

Senator Paul Douglas, Democrat, Illinois, pointed out in 
a letter to the President that the real solution is just the 
opposite—that what is needed is to stimulate more production 
and jobs is increased purchasing power in the hands of the 
people. Senator Douglas. pointed out that the cash received 
by wealthy individuals from tax cuts would not necessarily 
be put into investments and expanded production. Who would 
invest in increased production of goods for which there is no’ 
demand? 

Right now, it would seem, what business needs is more 
consumers to buy the goods already produced. The incentive 
needed to get more investment and production is an increased 
demand for goods and services at the consumers’ end. Senator 
Douglas summed it up in these words: 

“The idea of giving tax relief only to business and investors 
as a stabilizing force is simply the old ‘trickle down’ theory or 
‘what’s good for business is good for the country.’ Such policies, 
followed in the twenties, ended up with the greatest depression 
this nation ever had. What is necessary is a ‘trickle up’ theory of 
‘what’s good for the country is good for business.’ If people have 


money to buy, business will have markets and persons will have 
jobs.” 


Sounds reasonable!

IAM Staff Conclave Sees Auto Work. . 


On Decline, But UAW Pact ‘Healthy’ 


The 2-day staff conference held 
in Chicago this month by the In- 
ternational Association of Ma- 
chinists was declared to bé the 
busiest and most hectic conference 
he ever attended, according to 
EK. H. Vernon, general business 
representative of Automotive Ma- 
chinists 1546. 

“We actually completed 5 days 
work in the 2 days and 1 night 
that the conference was in ses- 


sion,” he stated. Vernon attended} 


the March 10-11 conference with 
George Thomas, Local .1546 as- 
sistant business representative, 
Mel ‘Thompson: and John Schia- 
venza of District Lodge 115. 

Vernon reported that about 1000 
IAM delegates. from the U, &., 
Canada “and even Honolulu” at- 
tended the Windy City conference. 
The IAM staff, according to Ver- 
non, is composed of business 
agents, grand lodge representatives 
and railroad and airline general 
chairmen. 

In reporting back to his union 
here, Vernon indicated to the mem- 
bership some of the things he 


learned from the cofference, 
These included: 


1. Work in the auto repair and 
service industry throughout the 
nation has been and still is on the 
downgrade since December 1953. 


2. The no-raiding agreement be- 
itween the IAM and the United 
|Automobile Workers (CIO) over 
the past year is proving to be 
“healthy” and the same may be 
said for the 1 year old IAM juris- 
dictional agreement with the 
| Teamsters. 

8. The staff conference delegates 
ladopted a recommendation of the 
IAM -Non-Partisan Political 
‘League requesting every IAM 
{member to contribute one-hour’s 
|pay to the NPPL “for political 
education.” 

Vernon also reported that the 
conference delegates authorized 
the IAM Executive Council to look 
limto the proposed no-raiding agree- 
|ment between the AFL and the 
CIO and if it seems feasible and 
isatisfactory to have a mentbership 
referendum. 


Office Employes Ask Labor Support

In an open letter to fellow union- 
ists recently circularized by Office 
Employes 29, Business Representa- 
tive John Kinnick suggested that 
one of the important factors to 
consider in choosing a union health 
plan is to “compare the salaries 
and conditions of those office em- 
ployes who will handle your mem- 
bers’ monies and claims.” 

According to Kinnick, af this

surance plan—the Kaiser Founda- 
tion Health Plan—would pass the 
test in this area. 

“Tf your members choose a 
Kaiser Plan,’ he declared, “you 
can be sure that their premium 
payments will go towards main- 
taining union conditions.”
